FALL GARDEN NUTRIENTS

surface and work it into the soil

Aphis and spider mites feed on 
chrysanthemum leaves by sucking 
juices from the plant.

PEACH TREE BORER 

Don't forget your peach trees just 
because you have picked all of your 
peaches. The peach tree borer is 
probably the most damaging insect 
to the peach tree itself 

July, August and September are 
the months you have to apply control 
for this borer. Spray your trunks and 
large limbs with Dursban at least 
once a month for these months 
Really wet the trunk and ground 
around the tree 

You have to kill the borer as it 
hatches out. Once it is in the tree, it 
is impossible to get an insecticide to 
it. The borer girdles the cambium 
layer of the tree and either kills it or 
makes it very unthrifty Prevention 
is a must in the control of this insect

THREADING NEEDLES 

Very often 1 have a hard time 
threading needles, especially the 
machine needle, because there isn't 
too much hand sewing I do. In my 
sewing classes, | always show how to 
cut the end of the thread on a slant. 
This works for me 

Another way would be to apply a 
bit of hair spray or starch to the end 
of the thread This stiffens the 
thread just enough to ease it through 
the needle’s eye 


REMOVING STICKERS 

It is often a frustrating chore to 
remove stickers and labels from 
household items. Trial and error 
process is necessary. Of course 
manufacturers and retailers should 
use materials that can be easily 
removed, but they don’t. 

When you have removed as much 
of the label as possible and find there 
is still the adhesive present, try 
removing as much of the label on 
tape as possible with your fingernail 
or a dull edge of a knife 

Sometimes adhesive can be 
removed with a solution of warm 
water, liquid detergent, vinegar or 


ammnonia, Other suggestions 
include oil, fingernail polish remover 
and acetone Depending on the 


surface, it may be possible to apply a 
generous amount of a commercial 
prewash spot remover on the 
adhesive. Cleaning fluid will remove 
some ahesives; however, cleaning 
fluid can also soften some kinds of 
plastics if left in contact with the 
plastic surface for a period 

You may have tub appliques 
which need replacing Some are 
easy to remove, others are not. If you 
would like to know how to remove 
these appliques, call me and I'll send 
you the directions 


BAKING WITH HONEY

Polish with a 
soft cléth. Project adjacent surfaces 
from the solution.
